Licence row 
over street 
collections 
chugs along 

LOCAL government bosses have waded into 
the row between charity collectors and Dud¬ 
ley Council, claiming agreements are needed 
to allow them to continue in the town.

locked in a fight against 
Dudley Council chiefs over a 
decision by them, to make 
collectors carry a permit. 

The Public Fundraising 
Regulatory Association rep¬ 
resenting the collectors, 
known as “chuggers” or 
“charity muggers”, says the 
law does not apply to them 
as they do not collect cash. 

But Dudley Council has 
ruled that they must carry a 
licence - and the PFRA is 
now using a national review 
to argue its case. 

Review 

Now the Local Govern¬ 
ment Association has 
entered the row and recom¬ 
mended working with the 
PFRA to co-regulate street 
fundraising. 

In Wolverhampton an 
agreement has already been

The lost line could have had tourist edge 


IMAGINE the scene: A glorious 
summer day in the West Midlands 
-thousands flock to the region for 
a journey like no other. 

Open-sided tram cars whizz through the 
golden fields of South Staffordshire, past 
the sparkling waters of the River Stour and 
the rocky red cliffs of Kinver Edge . . . 

Had it not been for the construction of a 
water main, Paul Collins is convinced that is 
exactly what would be happening today. 

“I have no doubt that the Kinver Light 
Railway would be a very popular tourist 
attraction today,” says Paul, author of the 
Black Country Society’s new book about 
this most romantic of tramways - Kinver 
Light Railway, which didn’t get off to the 
easiest of starts. 

Living 

The local authorities didn’t want it. A 
tram fell into the river during construction. 
And its first passenger arrived in a coffin. 

Yet, from the moment it opened in 1901, 
Britain’s first rural tram service trans¬ 
formed the lives of thousands of people. 

On its first day alone, a mind-boggling 
14,500 visitors clambered aboard. For fami¬ 
lies living among the smokey chimneys of 
grimy factories of the industrial Black 
Country, the fresh air and rolling hills of 
Kinver Edge were now just minutes away. 

For the people of Kinver, their declining 
industrial village was transformed into a

magnet for tourists. On some days the 
village’s population would grow tenfold as 
curious visitors flocked to the area. In its 
record year, the railway attracted more than 
850,000 passengers. More typically, the 
figure was 750,000. 

“Could you imagine that, all those people 
in the pubs, the shops and the cafes at that 
time?” asks Paul, who has spent the last 20 
years giving talks in village halls and com¬ 
munity centres about the railway. 

His new book, Kinver Light Railway: 
Echoes of a Lost Tramway is the culmina¬ 
tion of all the snippets of information he has 
picked up over the last two decades. 

“The line closed 82 years ago. Many of the 
people I spoke to are sadly no longer with us, 
and the book was a chance to put down these 
memories before they are lost forever.” 

The Kinver Light Railway itself ran for 
less than five miles, from the centre of the 
village to the crossroads at the top of Amble- 
cote High Street where the Fish pub used to 
be. 

But at Amblecote it linked up with the 
Dudley-Stourbridge tram network, which in 
turn linked up with tramlines to Wolver¬ 
hampton and other areas, meaning that 


Kinver was suddenly within easy reach of 
much of the industrial Midlands. 

Paul says the construction of the line was 
not without incident. “Just past the Stew- 
poney a temporary line was built to help 
with the formation of an embankment for 
the permanent way,” he says. 

“A steam tram was employed as an engine 
to move materials around. On one occasion 
this was moving ballast and, while negotiat¬ 
ing the first sharp curve after leaving the 
Stewponey, jumped the rails and fell into the 
River Stour.” 

Fortunately the driver, Andrew Telford, 
jumped clear before the tram ended up in 
the water. 

Pulled 

The new tramway opened to the public on 
Good Friday, April 5, 1901, but it appeared 
the first passenger was tram driver Martin 
Cadman, who had made his final journey 
along the route two months earlier. 

The book tells how Cadman had been 
driving the Stourbridge-Dudley tram car 
when he was caught in heavy snow at the 
foot of Bath Hill in Dudley. 

Unable to climb the gradient, he 
remained in his car until 3am. He went to 
bed apparently none the worse for his 
ordeal, but at 11am the next day he died. 

Paul says Cadman was highly thought of 
by the tramway company. His body was 
pulled along the line on a special trailer 
made from the bogey of an old tram car, and 


it was reported that thousands of people 
lined the route all the way from Dudley to 
Wollaston to watch the spectacle. But just as 
it was the proximity to the Black Country 
tram network that had made the Kinver 
Light Railway a runaway success, it was also 
the closure of these services which led to its 
demise. 

The Dudley-Stourbridge & District Elec¬ 
tric Traction Company had suffered badly 
from the General Strike of 1926, and by the 
late 1920s the routes were gradually 
replaced with motor buses. 

Starved of its feeder routes, the Kinver 
Light Railway fell into sharp decline, finally 
closing in February, 1930. 

The final nail in the KLR’s coffin came in 
1936, when South Staffordshire Water built 
a pipeline among much of the track bed. 

Paul truly believes that were it not for 
that, the line could well have been reopened 
as a heritage service which would be 
running today. 

“Could you imagine having a tram 
running through all that beautiful country¬ 
side?” he asks.

Glass centre ready soon

being transformed into the venue for 
training, arts exhibitions and events. 

The work on the site of the Ruskin 
Glass Centre, Amblecote, has been 
funded by the Heritage Lottery Fund 
and the Arts Council. 

It will be for exhibitions and appren¬ 
ticeships for glassmaking and will also 
be also for art exhibitions and events. 

An auditorium with seating for 400 
people will be built and the existing 


Lehr theatre will be refurbished to 
cater for an audience of 80 visitors as 
well as having improved sound and 
lighting equipment. 

The exterior will be refurbished 
including new windows and doors. The 
glasshouse’s insulation will also be 
improved to ensure all year round use. 

Home 

It is the second phase of the 
Glasshouse Redevelopment Project 
and follows the revamp of some of the 
old factory buildings to create the 
Ruskin Glass Centre. 

The work cost £1.5m and was com¬ 
peted a year ago with funding from 
Advantage West Midlands. 

The centre is home to 14 small busi¬ 
nesses and has been visited by thou¬ 


sands of people since it opened. Ruskin 
Glass Centre manager Leigh White 
said: “It’s a great opportunity for us 
and the local community. 

“It’s great to see things getting up 
and running, first with the glass centre 
and now moving forward with this 
multi-use facility, especially in these 
tough economic times.” 

Plans are also being drawn up for the 
third and final phase of the scheme, 
which will see most of the remaining 
semi-derelict commercial buildings 
refurbished to create more workshop 
space for the glass centre and a new 
site reception. 

Applications to fund the final phase 
will be made to the European Regional 
Development Fund and the Heritage 
Lottery Fund.

Sinking feeling with boatyard raid 


A FIRM storing a £1.3million power¬ 
boat in Brierley Hill has been raided 
for the 10th time this year. 

Thieves broke into Micklewrights 
and took six alarms. They got in 
through fire damage following a sus¬ 
pected arson last month at the prem¬ 
ises at Thornleigh Trading Estate. 

The raid means adventurer Alan 
Priddy must now wait another week to 
restart work on his boat, Accomplish 
More, which he hopes to use for a 
round-the-world record attempt this 


year. But time is tight and Mr Priddy 
and his team must now work more 
hours per week for the boat to be ready 
by November 3. 

There have been nine other raids 
this year, with thieves taking metal 
and cabling. 

Mr Priddy said: “I’m so, so disap¬ 
pointed - these thieves are holding up 
any work on the boat. I’d rather they 
came to me and asked for £100 than to 
break in and delay work further. 

“It is too late to build the boat else¬ 


where, but these thefts would make me 
think twice about locating at the site 
again.” 

Mr Priddy says he is now consider¬ 
ing bringing in his own 24-hour secu¬ 
rity to protect his boat, which has so 
far escaped the hands of the thieves. 

Equipment and tools are not left at 
the site, also believed to have been tar¬ 
geted by arsonists on May 21.

CAMPAIGNERS battling plans for 
a new quarry in Wall Heath have 
spoken of their delight after the 
proposed development was 
thrown out. 

Angry residents submitted a 3,000-signa¬ 
ture petition and 5,500 letters of objection 
over FG Davis’ plans for a site off Mile Flat. 

At a meeting of Staffordshire County 
Council planning committee threw out the 
scheme last week. 

But campaigners were left disappointed 
after an application for its existing Enville 
Road site to remain was approved. 

Dave Tyler, leader of the Quarries Fighting 
Fund, said: “This is a victory for the people of 
Wall Heath and we are really pleased this 
massive quarry will now not be built. 

“But on the other hand we are bitterly dis¬ 
appointed the councillors did not see further 
than the short-term when granting permis¬ 
sion for the quarry in Enville Road.” 

All 14 councillors on the committee unani¬ 
mously voted to refuse planning permission 
for the new quarry. 

Committee vice-chairman Councillor 
Steve Tranter said: “There is not a need for 
another quarry site at this time. There are 
concerns over a loss of amenities such as 
sports fields, and noise and dust that would 
be created.” 

Residents had also fought the scheme on 
the grounds it would lead to extra traffic in 
the village and increase mud on the roads. 

FG Davis had wanted to carry out sand and 
gravel excavations on the 19-acre Mile Flat 
site. The firm, which employs 30 staff, had 
said the new site would lead to at least an 
extra five full-time jobs. 

Its plan to prolong the quarry in Enville 
Road for 18 months was approved.

It will now go 
before the committee next Tuesday, when it 
has been recommended for approval. 

A new report, which also revealed the 
plan may be referred to Mr Pickles, said: 
“There remain significant benefits associ¬ 
ated with the proposed amended scheme. 

“It would contribute to the sustainability 
and economic vitality of the local commu¬ 
nity and support local businesses such as 
pubs and shops. The enhanced canalside 
facilities accords with the encouragement 
of tourism that is appropriate in South 
Staffordshire.”

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The cold and wet 
should not affect 
your final harvest 


Broadcaster MATTHEW BIGGS, who will be hosting Grow Your Own sessions at Birming¬ 
ham NEC’s Gardeners’ World Live, reveals how fluctuating temperatures of spring and early 
summer may affect harvests this year 



Plenty of advice from broadcaster Matthew Briggs 


AS MORE people continue to 
grow their own, there should 
be no shortage of takers for 
Matthew Biggs’s advice ses¬ 
sions at this year’s BBC Gar¬ 
deners’ World Live event at 
Birmingham’s NEC. 

Biggs, a regular panellist on BBC 
Radio 4’s Gardeners’ Question Time, 
says that the cold, wet weather of late 
spring shouldn’t hamper crops too 
much, although germination will have 
been slower. 

“Depending on the soil type you 
have, the cold, wet weather early on 
will mean that the soil will have 
warmed up very slowly, particularly 
clay which gets waterlogged. It has 
slowed the season down. 

“A lot of people sowed and planted 
early. Many won’t have had the germi¬ 
nation at the time. But now everything 
should be germinating quickly.” 

Seeds sown early may have ended up 
waterlogged and rotting, or germina¬ 
tion will have been erratic. But it’s not 
necessarily too late for a second 
sowing, he says. 

“What happens is that seeds can ger¬ 
minate in a matter of days in warm 
weather. You can catch up and redress 
the balance.” 

Bolt 

The period of warm weather in late 
March and early April may have led to 
seeds germinating, but the cooler tem¬ 
peratures later in spring probably 
hampered their growth, or they may 
have succumbed to frost. 

“Beetroot, radishes and early carrots 
are generally pretty hardy, but the cold 
can affect anything planted during the 
cooler, wetter period. In fluctuating 
temperatures, beetroot are inclined to 
bolt.” 

Tomatoes, runner beans and cour¬ 
gettes shouldn’t be planted out until all 
risk of frost has passed, so savvy gar¬ 
deners will have kept them indoors 
throughout the cold, wet spell but 
should be quite safe to plant them out¬ 
doors now. 

“The key rule with planting out is to 
go by the weather, not what it says on 
the label. 

“It may say, ‘Sow from March to 
May’, but if in March the ground’s 
waterlogged or freezing, ignore that 
advice. Weather conditions dictate 
when you should sow seeds. 

“Instructions on the packet are actu¬ 
ally more of a guideline.” 

Tomatoes are susceptible to 
weather-related diseases such as 
blight, which is related to periods of 
warmth and humidity at the end of 
June. “There are some varieties such 


as ‘Ferline’ and Shirley’ that have 
some resistance, but it is only resist¬ 
ance and you can still get walloped. It’s 
more of a problem in wet weather,” 
Biggs says. 

“Leaf mould can also be a weather- 
related problem, while splitting and 
cracking are cultural problems, caused 
by erratic watering, as is blossom end 
rot.” 

Bad 

For those growing tomatoes in large 
pots outdoors, ideally use a multi¬ 
purpose compost with added John 
Innes, which is a heavier, more mois¬ 
ture-retentive compost, he advises. 

Grafted tomatoes may also be more 
resistant to disease, producing heavy 
crops early on because of their natural 
vigour. 

Those who have sown crops later 
because of bad weather will have later 
harvests, he says, but if we now have 
consistently warm temperatures, they 
will catch up. 

“There are hardy varieties of lettuce, 
beetroot, early carrots and peas which 
are bred to grow in cooler conditions. 


Those early crops are normally the 
first ones to mature. 

“For the most part, by the time 
you’ve had a long growing season, you 
will hardly notice.” 

It will be music to the ears of the 
many vegetable gardeners who 
worried the growing season wouldn’t 
be long enough to see a good harvest. 

“There won’t be too much damage 
from this year’s fluctuating tempera¬ 
tures,” Biggs concludes. 

“Things will inevitably be two or 
three weeks later, depending on where 
you are in the country. 

“Colder areas, which have a shorter 
growing season anyway, may scupper 
some crops but the damage should be 
minimal.”

Another run of the long Abbey St 
Bathans stage was next and Sykes 
pulled the gap to first back to three 
seconds. However, a small error on the 
next stage saw Sykes 14 seconds off the 
lead. With championship points vital 
he decided to settle for second place 
rather than risk an accident in the last 
stage.

Patel having completed an 
excellent 17-over spell for 
just 23 runs and a wicket, 
pace man Dave Jones, left- 
hand leg spinner Audy 
Alexander and James 
Winders took on Penn. 

Winders obliged with the 
wickets of Burrell having 


him caught for 14 in the 40th 
over with the total on 91. A 
partnership of 43 between 
Bassett and No.6 Vikal Lai 
saw the advantage sway 
towards Penn with Bassett 
still in full flow. 

Lai fell caught and bowled 
to Alexander for a well made 
13 before Jones struck with 
the wickets of the in-form 
Bassett for 69 and Sandeep 
Bhogal for 19. 

With the tail eking out 
priceless runs, the total 
reached 182-9 off 55 overs as 
Jones took 3-65. 

Stour’s reply started 
badly as they lost Steve 
Game off Quiney’s first over. 

Jitesh Patel, promoted to 
No.3 in place of out of form 
Josh Banks put on 29 with 
Alexander. 

The former was eventu¬ 
ally undone playing an 
extravagant drive to a 
straight delivery from 
Richard Brooker and was 
caught by the wicketkeeper 
for 23. 

Skipper Bradley brought 
the innings to an even keel 
while Patel played his best 
knock of the season. 

Bradley took 14 off 
Brooker’s ninth over includ¬ 
ing a huge six. 

But as Stourbridge got 
within striking distance of 


the Penn score, he departed 
lbw for 37 off the bowling of 
spinner Matt Briggs. 

Greg Jones and Patel took 
the Stour score closer with a 
fighting partnership of 41. 

But Jones ended his knock 
prematurely on 11 with a 
soft on-side catch off a full 
toss from Briggs. 

He then struck twice 
more, taking the wickets of 
Josh Banks for two and 16- 
year-old Will Jennings - 
making his first team debut 
for the injured Alex 
Bingham - lbw for a duck. 

With Stour still 44 runs 
adrift with three wickets 
standing and 19 overs 
remaining, hopes were 
pinned on the injured 
Bradley and Patel. 

But Bradley fell lbw to 
Quiney without scoring and 
the bowler’s very next ball 
had the unhappy James 
Winders trapped in front.
